When hanging with the stripes 
in a vertical position against 
the wall, as shown in the pic- 
ture, the stars should be in the 
upper left hand corner. 


Our Flag should 

always have stars 

to the left of the 

picture, fabric floating to 
the right. 


Do not display the Flag of the 
U.S.A. with the union down 
except as a signal of distress. 


Our Flag must not раё 
be used as a table 
cloth; nothing but the BIBLE 


may rest upon it. 


While our Flag is being hoisted or lowered—or is passing 
in a parade or review, all onlookers should face the Flag, 
stand а! attention, and salute. Persons in uniform should 
render the right hand salute. Men not in uniform, should 
remove the headdress with the right hand, holding it at the -2 
left shoulder, the hand being over the heart. Women not іп = 
uniform, should place the right hand over Һе heart. The 
salute to the Flag, in a moving column, should be given‘at 
the moment the Flag passes. 


Do not let the Flag of the United 
States touch the ground or 


the floor, or trail in the water. 
When used оп a speaker's 


platform, the Flag, if dis- 
played flat, should be dis- 
played above and behind 


Do not 
drape 
the Flag over the hood, 


the speaker. If flown froma 
staff, it should be in a posi- 
tion of honor, at the speak- 
er's right. It should never be 
used to cover the speaker's 
desk nor to drape over the 
front of the platform. Use 
bunting. 


PROPER SIZE FLAG 
FOR ANY SIZE POLE 
|5 ONE-QUARTER OF 
DISTANCE OF TIP OF 
POLE FROM GROUND. 
FOR EXAMPLE, 
A 100 FOOT HIGH 
FLAG POLE SHOULD 
CARRY A FLAG OF 
25 FEET IN LENGTH.

street, the Flag of the U.S.A. 
should be suspended ver- 
tically with the union to 
the north in an east and 
west street, or to the east 
іп а north апа south street. 


When our Flag is carried with other flags 
in parade it should always claim the place 
of honor—at the right. 
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top, sides or back of a 
vehicle, or of a railway 
train or boat. When the 
Flag is displayed on a 
motor car, the staff should 
be affixed firmly to the 
chassis or clamped to the 
radiator cap. 


No other Flag should be hoisted 
above our Flag except a church 
pennant, which is allowed to fly 
at the masthead above the Stars 
and Stripes when religious 
services аге in progress іп а 
military chapel or aboard a ship 
of our navy.
